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The  record  crop  production-  of  1942  was  an  important  factor  in  the  sharp 
increase  in  income  in  the  summer  and  fall  months,  and  income  continued  at  relatively 
high  levels  in  the  first  part  of  1943.  With  smaller  erops  in  prospect  in  1913, 
income  from  crops  is  likely  to  increase  somewhat  less  than  usual  during  the  fall 
marketing  season.  However,  marketings  of  livestock  are  expected  to  be  at  record 
levels  this  fall,  so  that  the  seasonal  upturn  in  income  as  a  whole  may  be  nearly  as 
large  as  usual . 
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THE    FARM    INCOME  SITUATION 

Summary 

Income  from  farm  marketings  for  May  19^3  was  1,393  million  dollars, 
compared  with  the  revised  April  figure  of  1,322  million  dollars  and  993 
million  dollars  for  May  19^2.    The  slight  gain  shown  in  May  over  April  of 
this  year  was  due  largely  to  small  increases  in  income  from  oil-bearing  I 
crops,  vegetables,  fruits  and  nuts,  dairy  products,  and  poultry  and  eggs. 
This  small  advance  in  income  was  a  little  less  than  the  normal  seasonal  j 
increase.    Government  payments  in  May  totaled  Uo  million  dollars  compared 
with  65  million  in  April  and  37  million  in  May  19^-2. 

Income  from  vegetables  as  a  whole  did  not  rise  as  much  as  usual 
during  May.    Heavy  supplies  of  truck  crops  were  made  available  as  harvesting 
advanced  in  spring  shipping  areas,  but  prices  receded  somewhat  during  the 
first  part  of  the  month.    Income  from  potatoes,  however,  rose  sharply. 
Prices  advanced  materially  as  old  stocks  dwindled.    Even  though  substantial 
shipments  of  new  potatoes  were  being  made  by  the  middle  of  May,  the  price 
was  66  percent  higher  than  last  year.    There  was  a  marked  increase  in  income 
from  fruits  and  nuts  for  May  as  compared  with  April.    Total  shipments  of 
apples  were  materially  greater  than  last  year,  and  prices  were  5^  percent 
higher.    The  volume  of  strawberries  reaching  market  was  less  than  half  of 
last  year,  but  the  price  was  I3S  percent  greater.    Income  was  nearly  one 
and  one-half  times  the  level  in  May  19^2. 

Income  from  dairy  products  advanced  as  prices  were  fairly  well 
maintained  and  production  increased.    Returns  from  poultry  and  eggs  made 
their  customary  seasonal  increase  and  income  was  sharply  higher  than  a 


year  earlier*    Income  fron  neat  animals  did:  not  make  the  usual  seasonal 
increase  .from  April  to  May.    Sales  of  hogs  were  especially  high  in  May  and 
sales  of  lambs  increased  more  than  usual,  but  cattle  sale*  declined  somewhat. 

During  the  first  5  months  of  19^3»  total  farm  marketings  plusN 
Government  payments  amounted  to  6, 788 .  million  dollars  compared,  with  ^,10J, 
million  dollars  for  the  same  period  last  year.     Jnpomet  from  farm  marketings 
totaled  6,4l2  milli  on  dollars  this  year  compared  with  l-J-,71^  million  in  the

same  period  last  year,  but  the  376  million  4o.lla.rs  received  for  Government 
payments  was  slightly  less  than  the  389  million  dollars  for  January-May  last 
year.    The  gain  of       percent  in  the. income  from  farm  marketings  was  due

considerably  to  the  relatively  large  increasesin  returns  from  oil-bearing 
crops,  tobacco,  and  poultry  and  eggs,  althoxigh  substantial  gains  occurred 
for  all  commodity  groups-. 

In  the  latter  half  of  last  year,  income  increased  much  more  than 
usual  as  the  relatively  large  crops  of  19^-2  began  to  mdve  to  market.  This 
year,  income  may  increase  somewhat  less  than  usual,  particularly  if  crops 
are  smaller.; •  ■. 'However,  it  is  expected  that  cash  income  will  continue  at  a

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Estimate  of  Income  from  Meat  Animals 
Revised  Upward  for  April 

Information  on  the  marketings  of  meat  animals  by  States  revealed 
that  sales  of  livestock  in  April  were  greater  than  those  indicated  "by  pre- 
liminary data,  and  the  estimate  of  income  was  revised  upward  from  1+1+8  million 
to  1+86  million  dollars.     If  allowance  is  made  for  this  revision,  the  seasonally 
adjusted  index  for  April  was  261.0  percent  of  the  1935~39  average  compared 
with  2b0.5  in  March. 

Income  from  farm  marketings  in  all  regions  in  April  was  sharply  higher 
than  a  year  earlier,  the  increases  ranging  from  28  percent  in  the  East  North 
Central  and  South  Central  States  to  51  percent  in  the  South  Atlantic  area. 
In  the  East  North  Central  area,  income  from  livestock  was  up  somwhat  less 
than  in  other  regions  and  in  many  of  the  South  Central  States  returns  from 
crops  were  somewhat  less  than  in  April  last  year.    Arkansas  and  Wyoming  were 
the  only  States  where  total  income  was  less  than  a  year  earlier.  Returns 
from  cotton  were  dorm  sharply  in  Arkansas,  and  in  Wyoming  sales  of  lambs  were 
much  smaller  than  in  April  last  year. 

Despite  the  relatively  light  movement  of  livestock  from  the  East  North 
Central  area  in  April,  income  was  up  more  than  usual  from  March  as  returns 
from  corn,  soybeans,  and  potatoes  were  sharply  higher.     In  the  North  Atlantic, 
South  Atlantic,  and  South  Central  areas  income  also  increased  slightly  more 
than  usual  from  March  to  April.    In  the  Western  region  the  percentage  increase 
in  income  was  about  average,  and  in  the  West  North  Central  area  income  declined 
slightly  more  than  usual. 

In  the  first  h  months  of  19^3»  income  in  all  regions  and  in  all  States 
except  Wyoming  was  somewhat  highe^-.than  a  year  earlier.    In  Wyoming  the  number 
of  lambs  on  feed  on  January  1  was  much  smaller  than  a  year  earlier,  and  smaller 
sales  of  lambs  primarily  account  for  the  reduced  income.     In  the  remaining 
States  increases  in  income  for  the  first  K  months  of  this  year  ranged  from 
3  percent  in  Louisiana  to  71  percent  in  North  Dakota.     The  South  Atlantic 
region  recorded  the  largest  percentage  increa.se,  amounting  to  1+6  percent.  All 
States  in  this  region  recorded  sharp  increases  over  a  year  earlier. 

North  Atlantic  Region 

Total  income  from  marketings  for  the  North  Atlantic  region  was  30 
percent  higher  in  April  19^3  than  in  April  I9I+2.    Because  of  later  marketings 
this  year,  income  from  tobacco  in  April  was  nearly  five  times  as  large  as  in 
the  same  month  last  year.    Returns  from  potatoes  and  truck  crops  were  greatly 
increased  and  income  from  vegetables  as  a  whole  was  about  1+2  percent  higher 
than  in  April  19^+2.     Inco*me  from  fruit  was  nearly  double  the  19^+2  level  and 
for  all  crops  it  was  28  percent  higher.    The  value  of  poultry  and  egg  sales 
was  53  percent  greater  than  last  year,  while  dairy  products  increased  only 
11  percent.    Income  from  livestock  and  livestock  products  increased  J>0  percent. 
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From  January  through  April  this  yeart  income  from  marketings  was  22 
percent  higher  than  for  a  similar  period  last  year,  "Returns  from  livestock 
and  livestock  products  were  up  22  percent,  and  from  crops  23  percent.  The 
greatest  increases  occurred  in  the  incomes  from  meat  animals,  poultry  and 
eggs,  tobacco,  and  vegetables.    Owing  largely  to  increased  incomes  from 
potatoes  in  Maine  and  from  tobacco  in  Connecticut,  the  value  of  the  marketings 
in  both  States  was  up  more  than  in  other  States  and  was  39  percent  greater 
than  for  the  same  period  in  19^2. 

East  North  Central  Region 

Sales  of  corn  and  soybeans  in  the  East  North  Central  region  during 
April  were  considerably  larger  than  in  April  last  year,  and  total  income  from 
crops  for  the  region  was  hi  percent  higher  than  during  the  same  month  in  I9U2. 
The  income  from  the"  marketings  of  soybeans  in  both  Ohio  and  Indiana  was  two 
and  one-half  times  as  much  as  in  April  of  last  year.     The  returns  from  corn 
in  Illinois  were  h^>  percent  greater  and  in  Indiana  they  were  6l  percent 
greater  than  in  April  19^2.    Income  from  livestock  and -livestock  products 
was  up  25  percent  for  the  region,  ranging  from  20  percent  in  Illinois  to  37 
percent  in  Michigan. 

For  the  period  January  through  April,  the  income  from  crops  over  the 
entire  region  was  28  percent  higher  than  for  the  same  period  last  year,  while 
for  livestock  and  livestock  products  there  was  an  increase  of  26  percent. 
The  greatest  change  took  place  in  Indiana,  where  the  "  increase  for  all  products 
was  31  percent,  owing  largely  to  heavier  marketings"  of  ■■  feed  crops  and  soybeans. 

West  North  Central  Region 

Income  from  the  sale  of  crops  in  the  West  North  Central  region  in 
April  was  87  percent  higher  than,  in  April  last  year.    Most  of  this  increase 
was  due  to.  greater  returns  from  feed  grains  and  soybeans  in  all  States,  and 
.from  wheat  in  South  Dakota,  Nebraska,  and  Kansas.    The  value  of  the  marketings 
of  livestock  and  livestock  products  was  up  3^  percent  and  increases  in  income 
from  meat  animals,  poultry  and  eggs,  and  dairy  products  were  well  distributed 
over  the  entire  region. 

Total  income  in  the  period  January  through  April  was  *+0  percent  higher 
than  in(the.same  period  last  year.    Upswings  in  income  were  particularly  great 
in  the  case  of  poultry  and  eggs,  wheat,  soybeans,  and  flaxseed. 

South  Atlantic  Region 

Income  in  the  South  Atlantic  region  was  over  50  percent  greater  in 
April  than  in  the  same  month  last  year.    Substantial  increases  took  place 
in  the  value  of  the  marketings  of  truck  crops,  and  the  income  from  poultry 
and  eggs  was  nearly  double  the  receipts  in  April  19^2.    Increased  sales  of 
broilers  in  Delaware,  Maryland,  and  Virginia  contributed  greatly  to  the 
advanced  income  in  the  region.    Receipts  for  peanuts  and  soybeans  showed 
substantial  gainst  while  cotton  was  down  about  15  percent. 
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.  '     .  For  the  H— month  period,   the  increases  in  income  were  about  the  same 
for  crops  .as  livestock.     Sales  of  peanuts  end  soybeans  were  up  130  percent 
over  last. year*  and  poultry  and  eggs  -  advanced  70  percent.     Cotton  showed  a 
gain  for  the  U  months  of  5&  percent.    Delaware  showed  the  largest  percentage 
gain  in  livestock  and  livestock  products,  and  South  Carolina  led  in  crops. 

South  Central  Region 

For  the  region  as  a  whole,  income  was  up  28*  percent  in  April  over 
last  year.    In  the  various  States,  income  ranged. from  3  percent  lower  in 
Arkansas  to  52  percent  higher  in  Tennessee  than  in  Arril  13^-2*    The.,§ales  of 
cotton  were  only  about  60  percent  as  great  as  last  year,  while  receipts  from 
peanuts,  soybeans,  and  truck  crops  were  increased  considerably..  Substantial 
gains  in  receipts  from  livestock  and  livestock  products  were -made  in  all 
States,  particularly  in  Mississippi  and  Alabama.  .  ■  •• 

During  the  first  U  months,  both  crops  and  livestock  were  up  more  than 
ho  percent  over  last  year.    While  the  returns  from^  cotton  for  the  entire 
region  increased  about  58  percent,  the  income  from  that  crop  in  Alabama  was 
23  percent  below  the  sales,  last  year,  bringing  total  crop  returns  for  Alabama 
,  slightly  below  the  first  k  months  in  19^-2.    Marked  increases  took  place  in 
returns  from  oil-bearing  crops  in  all  States  and  from  tobacco  in  Kentucky 
and  Tennessee.    The  returns  from  livestock  increased  h2  percent  for  the  region 
as  a  whole.     Substantial  increases  occurred  in  meat  animals,  poultry  and 
eggs,  and  dairy  products  in  all  States  except  in  Louisiana,  where  there  was 
a  decided  decrease  in  income  from  meat  animals. 

Western  Region. 

Income  during  April  for  the  Western  region  was  -38  percent  higher 
than  in  the  same  month  last  year.    Returns  on  meat  animals  in  Wyoming  were 
only  three-quarters  of  the  amount  received  in  April  19^2,  and  income  there 
from  all  farm  marketings  -  was  h  percent  below  last  year.    Returns  for  livestock 
and  livestock  products  in  other  States  were  well  above  last  year.  Income 
from  cotton  and  truck  crops  was  high,  especially  in  Arizona  and  California. 

For  the  period  January  through  April,  income  was  up  by  y±  percent 
over  last  year  in  the  region  as,  -a. whole.    The  sharpest  rises  took  place  in 
Kew  Mexico.     Substantial  increases  occurred  quite  generally  in  sales  of 
poultry  and  eggs,  while  income  from  cotton,  truck  crops,  and  feed  grains 
showed  marked  advances  in  all  States  where  these  products  entered' commercial 
channels  in  volume/.
